company and the Bugeye Pipe Line, 
the Solar and the GY»O Oil companies 
and the Northwtt)/eru Ohio Natural 
Gas coinpauv.nj. J&r. Squire claimed 
that he war ip/>fole to answer many of 
the quest_ ., that were asked and 
many others were objected to by his 
attorney, Mr, Kline. Some of toe ob- 
jections were overruled by master 
commissioner Brinsmade. 


During the examination many lively 


tilts took place between Mr. Mounett 
and attorney Kline. 
Mr. Monnett 


finally asked that the commissioner 
cite both Mr. Squire and Mr. Kline to 
the supreme court for contempt, but 
Col. Briusmade 
with the request.

IB regard to the Buckeye Pipe Line 


Co. Mr. Squire testified that he had 
attended meetings of the directors, 
but he couldn't tell where the head- 
quarters of the company are. Divi- 
dends were voted by the -company 
while he was a director,but he couldn't 
tell to whom. 
He couldn't recall 


whether he had received a dividend on 
a trust certificate of the company 
which he held since 1892. He said 
he sold his certificate in the open mar- 
ket to a Wall street broker.

The arbalestiers car- 


ried a quiver with fifty arrows and 
were placed in the van of the battlf. 


Tlit Greek bow was not more than 


three or four feet iu length, but so 
stout and stiff that 1t required cons'd- 
crable strength «n<l skill to use it, 
says Lipptacott's Magazine, It is said 
that the first Greek bows were made 
from the horns of a species of goat, 
the bases being united by means of <i 
metallic band. Afterward other niaf- 
rial was used in their manufacture, 
hut they sti!5 retained their origins! 
shape. These bows were too short to 
Be of much use, and, comparatively 
speaking. but a small portion of the 
troops wove armed with them.

A SPANISH CUN FAIUO.

Through Jt»* mistake of an officer of 


Hie regular army an attempt which 
would probably have been successful 
to capture a Spanish cannon in the 
fighting before Santiago was sooileiL 
The Spaniards had one great advan- 
tage over the American* ia those en- 
gagements. 
They knew the range of 


every hill and sent bullets along the 
crests whenever a soldier's head ap- 
peared, so that it was exceedingly dan- 
gerous to advance toward the enemy's 
position. 
Then, too, the ground was 


covered with small trees and thin nn- 
derbrnsh, except in patches of about 
twenty feet in diameter, and of these 
the Spaniards had the range also. Ac- 
cordingly it was impossible for the 
Americans u> march in anything like 
order. The soldiers scattered out and 
often lost themselves. 
Sometimes 


they would come to a thick bush 
which they would skirt. 
When they 


got aroaad it they froqueutlj Jest their 
direction, and confusion resulted. 


On July 1 the First United States 


Cavalry was thus picking its way to 
the front and was ordered to deploy 
its skirmish lines 
All the nun had 


not kept their relative distances, and 
there was a bumping together of com- 
panies here and wide separation there. 
At one time Troop D was pushed 
across the San Jnan River, then re- 
called, when the line was straightened 
,Tai and again forces! over it. Finally 
all struck out to reach the crest of the 
nes.t hill, each in his own way. Among 
those hurrying forward was First Ser- 
geant John Tritle, of Troop D. He is 
a native of Chambersburg, Penn., and 
has been1 fifteen yews in the army. 
Seigeant Tritle bad ciiargc of a squad 
of sixteen men of Ms troop. When he 
reached the crest of the hill he had 
only a few of liL« squad with him. He 
didn't have time*to hunt for tlie miss- 
ing ones. 
lustcad he organized a 


second squad from the unattached 
soldiers there, some from Jus regi- 
ment and some from other regiments. 
He stationed Ms men on the hill, and 
soon aan a party of abont forty Span- 
iards start away from a blockhouse, 
< 


dragging a fieltlpiece with them. 


Here was an opportunity not to be i 


lost. The twenty regulars were lying 
on the ground. 
Sergeant Tritle gave 


them the range. 800 yards, ordered 
them to lire at will aud dropped down 
alongside them and began ^hooting. 
Thu sgnad had fired two or three shots 
for each member aud liad dropped, 
soma Spaniards when a Colonel of an- 
otherfegimentCalled out.

One. of the incidents of th« fight at 


San Jnan was the holding of one of 
the hills m (rout of it by Lieutenant 
Eugh Tk -Berkeley and twenty men of 
Troop D, First United States Cavalry. 
Lieutenant Berkeley is from" West 
Yiiginin ami has as a wife a Lancaster 
Couuty girl. 
About 2 o'clock on 


July 1 he and his twenty men got pos- 
session of the crest of a- hill with a 
firing front of about 500 yards, and 
there they remained until the"*ven- • 
ing of the next day. when the First 
Cavalry was able to go to their assist- 
ance. They hud a terrible time of it. 
They coulrl not retire and they dared 
not advance. 
The Spaniards had 


the range on them and shot alarmingly 
close every time a, head showed. 
Lieutenant Berkeley looked up over 
the crest of a hill and a bullet biased 
near his left ear. After a brief interval 
Ue thrust his head up again, and a' 
l>Til,let whizzed close to his other car. 
He and his men endeavored to locate 
the starting point of the bullets, aud. 
at la°£ determined that it was a big 
tree some distance away. A volley 


fired at it aud two sharpshooters, 


V/huigetl headlong to the ground. 
That danger was aveited, bnt the 
Spaniards in front kept banging away 
and cutting the crest of the hill with 
a very bullet. The Lieutenant and his 
men did a? mncli execution as they 
could, but that was not very much. 
They h»d only live pieces of hard- 
tack for tho entire thirty hours they 
were there< they had to guard 500 
yitrds of hill from the enemy, .ind they 
weiw nearly woru out when their regi- 
ment rescued them.

There is much consternation among 


the oil operators in the Portage field 
over the appearance of fresh water in 
the wells west of the village and as a 
result nearly a hundred of the best 
wells in Wood county have been ren- 
dered useless. The cause of this con- 
dition of affairs is that some reckless 
person has puiied tne casing and the 
fresh water has been allowed to run 
down on the oil bearing rock, instead 
of the well being plugged as the law 
provides. It is impossible to case off 
the water as the oil comes from the 
same source, thus wells that were a 
source of mnch profit to their owners 
a few months ago, are now worthless. 


All efforts to' ascertain where the 


water comes from, has up to this time 
been a failure, for the water may run 
down onto the rock miles away; and 
follow the porous oilbearing Trenton. 
Less than a year ago the Portage 
field was one of the most paying m 
Ohio, but now it is almost entirely 
abandoned on account of the fresh 
water, which can not be pumped off.
